As our farmers 
began to take advantage of the 
assistance offered by the Soil 
Conservation District Program, in- 
terest in the proper use of land 
has steadily increased until at the 
beginning of the year, 320 farm- 
ers have had a complete soil and 
water conservation plan on their 
farms by the assistance of the 
Soil Conservation Service Tech- 
nicians of Hancock County Soil 
Conservation District. 

These 320 farms cover 44,872 
acres of land in the District 
Increased interest in conservation 
farming has been shown by the 
fact; this year thirty-six farmers 
applied for Soil Conservation 
plans on their farms, représent- 
ing approximately 3,184 addition- 
al acres. 

Those farmers who have estab- 
lished good conservation practic- 
es on their farms have been great- 
ly benefited by their own efforts, 
and close observance by their 
neighbors has increased the inter- 
est of conservation farming 
among other farmers. 

There were 16 farm plans de- 
veloped and 7 farm plans replan- 
ned in the District ‘in 1955. These 
plans consisted of a complete 
soil survey of the farm, cooper- 
ation between the farmer and the 
soil conservation technician in de- 
termining the best land use of 
the particular farm, how~much 
seed and fertilizer to be used for 
best results, where terraces and 
ditches should go, the best place 
for a stock water pond, when to 
carry out the practices and etc. 
The total acréage in the 16 farm 
plans developed was 3194 acres 
while there were 1251 acres in 
the replaced farms. Two farm 
plans were cancelled during 1955, 
which consists of 80 acres, on 
account of change in ownership. 

To date there are 320 active 
District Cooperators, representing 
44872 acres of land in the Han- 
cock County Soil Conservation 
District. , 

Individual farm equipment such 
as tractors, plows, and tillage im- 
plements are fairly available 
throughout the District, but seed- 
saving equipment such as combin- 
es are lacking in some sections 
of the District. However, there 
are four farmers in the District 
‘who own combines and seed

REPLACEMENT EWES 

Sheepmen interested in bringing 
in replacement ewes this spring 
should begin making arrangements 
to secure them and make plans for 
their feed and feeding programs. 

The main source of replacement 
ewes is the West. Usually ‘the 
ewes are brought in during May 
and early June, preferably in time 
-to become acclimated to the new 
area before breeding. 

Farmers are urged to pool or- 
ders in order that replacements 
can be shipped in carload lots. 

Members of the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service animal husbandry 
department and the county Exten- 
sion workers will help farmers 
contact sources of the right kinds 
of replacement ewes. 

Ram. Sale. The Mississippi Sheep 
Producers annual ram sale will be 
held at Greenwood, April 10th. A 
ram show will be held at 10 a. m., 
and the sale at 1 p. m. 

SWEET POTATO PRODUCTION 

Growers should make every ef- 
fort to improve the quality of 
sweet potatoes, produced this year. 
Otherwise, they may find the po- 
tatoes produced hard to sell. 

For higher quality sweet pota- 
toes use good seed. Set only 
strong vigorous plants and use æ 
fertilizer mixture high in content. 

Good seed is the foundation for 
producing good quality sweet po- 
tatoes. Bed good .seed of Unit 1 
Porto Rico, Goldrush or Allgold 
varieties. Make sure that they are 
free from diseases. Growers who 
have wilt or black rot in seed pota- 
toes should discard them and buy 
new cértified seed having a tag 
of certification on each bushel 
basket. 

Large seed will produce a great- 
er percentage of strong vigorous 
plants than small seed. Only pota- 
toes one inch in diameter and lar- 
ger should be bedded. Large 
plants will give a higher percent- 
age of Number 1 potatoes per acre 
than will small weak plants.

LENT IS the time of the great 
drama. It is the season when 
all attention is focused on you 
and what you will do about suf- 
fering. 

Ali year long you are con- 
fronted with suffering. But 
Lent is n special “suffering” 
season for it fs the prelude to 
the greatest suffering of all 
time: Christ’s death on Calvary. 

OUR LORD told us, “Take up 
your cross and y ERS 
follow me” H 
did not say, ¥ 
“Take up My 
Cross.” Bach 
one of us has, 
his own cross, 
his own suffer- 
ing, tailor-made 
and custom- @ 
built to fit the SESS 
bearer. Lent is Sheen 
the time to recognize and em- 
brace that cross. 

The size of the cross does not 
matter; it’s your willingness to 
accept it that counts. There is 
the cross of death, for instance, 
when God takes some loved one 
home to eternal happiness. Don’t 
fight God over this death. 
Accept this suffering as & means 
of turning your thoughts to life 
after death. 

ALL OF US have the cross of 
sickness, either in our own lives 
or in others. The tragedy of 
sickness is not the pain It brings, 
but the great amount of pain 
that is wasted. Willingly accept 
your pain, and find the love of 
God in your sorrow. 


It is typically American to feel 


that only “big” things count. 
But from the Christian point of 
view, things become “big” in the 
way that our wills utilize them. 
Hence, mopping an office for 
the love of God Is “bigger” than 
running the office for the love 
of money. 

SUFFERING ITSELF won't 
bring you to God, of course. A 
baker and a monk may both get 
up at two o’clock each morning.

Shortly afterwards,- however, 
five companies of Confederate 
troops took over the fort and 
rearmed it with eight sman can- 
nons. These soldiers held the 
post for three months, from July 
to September, 1861. On Septem- 
ber 16, dua to the constant 
threat of the Federal fleet, then 
blockading the mouth of the 
Mississippi, the Confederates 
fired the fort and evacuated the 
island. : 

In December of the same year, 
General Benjamin Butler with a 
garrison of about 7,000 Federal 
soldiers, moved ‘into the dam- 
aged fort and partly rebuilt it. 

General Butler is credited with 
giving the fort its present name, 
Fort Massachusetts, in honor of 
his home state. Confederate sol- 
diers knew it as ‘‘Fort Twiggs.”
